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Education  is  both  the  foundation  and  the  unifying  goal  of  our  democratic  way  of  life--it  is  the  mainspring  of 
our  economic  and  social  progress--it  is  the  highest  expression  of  achievement  in  our  society,  enabling  and  en- 
riching human  life.  In  short,  it  is  at  the  same  time  the  most  profitable  investment  society  can  make  and  the 
richest  reward  it  can  confer. 
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ROLE  OF  THE  STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 
As  an  educational  organ  within  our  educational 
community,  the  student  government  at  Fayetteville 
State  College  has  a  commitment  to  help  provide  an 
environment  which  will  be  most  conducive  to  the  in- 
tellectual growth  of  the  student  body.  This  includes 
academic,  cultural,  spiritual,  athletic,  and  social  af- 
fairs. Each  contributes  to  the  forming  of  the  student. 
The  student  government  is  in  the  unique  position 
of  being  the  only  elected,  representative  body  on  our 
campus  with  general  responsibility  for  each  student's 
welfare,  but  this  doesn't  mean  that  the  student  govern- 
ment should  conduct  some  of  the  activities  itself  and 
see  that  the  others  are  assumed  by  competent  student 
organizations. 

One  of  the  major  reasons  for  organizing  and  sup- 
porting a  student  government  is  to  provide  a  structure 
within  which  student  needs  can  be  presented  effective- 
ly to  the  appropriate  groups.  The  most  significant 
roles  of  the  student  government  are  those  which  key 
on  the  contributions  which  it  can  make  to  the  college 
through  its  program  and  activities.
